One or tno blKReat surprises ever 
aprunK in court eirplns, wue htinded out 
Monday Bfternoon when the Grand 
jury failed to indict Mrs. Grace Ives 
StrnnK, who wnB acused of the mur- 
der of her husband Herbert Strong. 

A«wiU be remembered Mr. Strang, 
a Bon of Th03. Strang, former post 
muster of Wudsworth. died very sud- 
denly at his home at HiBbland Park in 
May of. the present year:. At nrfit his 
death was attributed to heart trouble 
but later when the autopsy revealed 
that he had died of strychnine poison, 
the fingor of suspicion was pomted at 
his wife, and in June she was placed 
under arrest, charged with his murder, 
following a report from the coroner s 
physician. Wm. McNulIy of Ch.caRo 
to the eftect that the dead man s stom- 
ach showed a considerable amount of 
strychnine poison.

Official Figures Re- 
garding Bank Robbery 

The ofiicittlahavG about completed the 
work of listing the amounts stolen from 
the safety deposit boxes^ in the recent 

raid on the, bank, 

/ The amount of registered bonds tak- 
en totaled thirty-one thousand doljars. 
These bonds are of course, of no value 
to the. thief and their disappearance 
meona no loss to the owners. 

Nine hundred dollars worth of coupon 
bonds- were lost; These are as good as 
cash to the burRlar, but the rightful 
owners will each receive 'a share of the 
five' thouBand dollars insurance which 
the bank carried on the safety deposit 

Several local bonds were lost and on 
those the payment has been stopped. 

Fourteen hundred dollars worth of 
'War Savings Stamps were also stolen. 
One hundred dollars worth was reg- 
istered at the local ooat office, the re- 
maining thirteen hundred dollors worth 
can be easily converted into cash by 
the crooks while the owners will come 
in for a share of the insurance. 

The total amount of catsh contained 
in the boxes was a little over two hun- 
dred dollars, according to the official 
statement notwithstanding the fact 
that rumors have been afloat to the 
effect that it would reach sevt^fal 
thousand.

■ How to get a high percentage butter- 
fat test for milk is the farmers big 
problem. Some say get a pure bred 
bull. Others say diet your cow. Spring 
Prairie farmers have hit upon a new 
scheme; get somebody' arrested. ■ 

Geo. Abler, who lives in the town of 
Lyons, has . been bothered for nearly a 
vear with unreasonably low milk .test- 
Last August Charles Schinke, who runs 
the Springfield creamery told Mr. Abler 
that his milk was only testing 2 per 
cent when the limit was 3 per cent. 
Other farmers m the neighborhood 
were also having trouble. 

Mr. Abler spoke to Elmer Erdloy, 
who carries his milk and that of hia 
neighbors to- the factory, and for a 
short time his milk test came up. 
"Your cows are doing better now Mr. 
Abler," said Erdlev. Then the creamery ' 
reported that the test was down again. 
Miss Lucile Mavhow looking through 
the window of her home had noticed 
that Erdley, who conducts the. milk 
route, drove fast until he got pasta 
certain clump of trees. .Then he slowed 
up and apparently busied himself with 
the milk cans.

SynopHlB-Stacoy Wallon, flrat 
mate of the bark Upolo, . In uio 
Java aea, la tho solo survivor ol 
tho crew, all vlcllmn o£ yoUow 
fover. Tine Wah, Chlncso sailor, 
last man to die. tclla Wallon ho 
and Ilvo other Chinamen wero sent 
aboard by "Drlnk-Houao Sam," no- 
torious character of Stngaporo, to 
km him.

provision has been made for adequate 
public health and social service. 

It Is In the spirit of democracy tlml 
the people should undertake their own 
welfare activities, and the National 
Ued Cross wisely Intends to exert upon 
community action a stimulating and 
co-ordinating Inlluence and to place 
tlie energies of the organization be- 
hind all sound public health and wel- 
fare agencies. 

The American Red Cross does not 
purpose Indefinite prolongation of Its 
relief work abioad, a policy which 
would lay an unjust burden upon our 
own people and tend to undermine the 
self-reliance of ihe peoples relieved, 
but there Is a necessary work of com- 
pletion to lie performed before the 
American Red Cross can honorably 
withdraw from Europe. The congress 
of the United States has Imposed upon 
the Red Cross a continuing responsi- 
bility abroad by authorizing the secre- 
tary of war to transfer to the Ameri-

Its ad- 
vocates, says the Kansas City Star, 
will And a historic precedent worthy 
of study and pregnant with sugges- 
tion in the famous Trajan's column at 
Rome, which' rehmljis today after eight- 
een centuries one* of the world's me- 
morial wondors.;'.Ia Its original setting 
it was but a part of n magnincent sys- 
tem of public hulldlngs— two libraries, 
the Basilica Ulpla and the temple of 
Trajan— which composed the forum 
erected by the Itoman emperor Trajan 
to commemorate his reign and to era- 
blazon his victories for posterity. The 
designer of the great forum of Trajan 
was Appolodorus, the Greek architect 
Tho name of tho artist under whose 
inspired hand the column grew from 
base to capital and who recorded In Its | 
stones tho ranrtial deeds of his im- 
perial master has been forgotten. That 
he was a Roman, however. Is attested 
by tho fact that the column Itself is 
distinctively Roman In Its design and 
In Its inspiration. Today, of nil. the 
splendid buildings and monuments that 
composed tho forum of Trajan but one 
remains Intact, the great column which 
tells the story of Trajan's achieve- 
ments. 

It was after his return from the Da- 
clan wars that Trajan, In 113 A. D.. 
caused to be erected In the midst of 
the forum he had built this, column, 
which was designed not only to per- 
petuate the memory of his Daclan vic- 
tories, but nlBO to afford a repository 
for his ashes, which were placed In 
a golden urn In a chamber under the 
column. Surviving eighteen centuries 
of wars and tho corroding touch of 
time and of "broils that root out the 
work of masonry," the column of 
Trajan Is today one of the most beau- 
tiful of Roman works of art and a 
document In stone of priceless value 
to the historian., 

Is of Grecian Marble. 
Tho anblent name of this famous 
column was the Columna Colchis, so 
called from Its winding stairs like the 
spiral of a shell.by which ascent was 
made from pedestal, to top. It Is built 
of huge blocks of Greek marble. Tho 
shaft, base and capital, not counting 
the pedestal, which measured eighteen 
feet in height, are exactly 100 Komn" 
feet high (ninety-seven nnd a half 
modern English). In diameter the 
slmft measures twelve feet at the bot- 
tom, tapering gently to about ten feet 
under the capital. On the top of the 
capital. In Its original form, stood a 
colossal gilt bronze statue of the em- 
peror, nearly twenty feet high, hold- 
ing an orb In one hand and a epear 
In the other. ^Chls statue, was stolen 
and carried away during one of tho 
'inroads of the Byzantine emperors n 
the flfth century, nnd was replaced In 
the' sixteenth century by the statue of 
»St, Peter, which now surmounts the 
column. * . 1 

The tail pedestal on which the col- 
umn Is built is richly decorated with 
reliefs of armor and trophies taken 
.from the Daclans. On one side la a 
tablet carried by two figures of Vic- 
tory and upon It Is tho dedicatory In- 
scription. At each angle above tho 
cornice of the pedestal is an eagle sup- 
porting n garland of flowers. Imme- 
diately beneath the tablet Is the door- 
woy to the spiral staircase, lighted by 
forty-two small openings. The wind- 
ing stairs consist of 184 steps around 
a central newel, all, of solid marble. 

As beautiful a work of sculptured 
beauty as is the pedestal Itself, the 
part 6t the column which most moves 
the modern beholder to wonder and 
astonishment Is the shaft, which, 
standing on the tomb of the emperor, 
rises with Its mass of relief wrought 
figures a hundred feet In the air. It 
Is formed of twenty-thrco drums of 
marble, arranged in spiral hands of 
reliefs, which climb tho column to the i 
feet of the statue of the emperor which 
formerly stood upon Its capital. 
Wrought Into these stones arc more 
than 2,500 figures, besides a great num- 
ber of background accessories, workeU 
out with groat minuteness of detail, 
the figures varying in height from 
three feet ot the bottom to nearly four 
feet nt tho top. The sculptures repre- 
sent tho complete history of Trajan S 
two Daclan campaigns, upon which 
his military renown rests, nnd the 
story Is told In stone as a historian 
ra!gat tell it by ^ the written word—

Chapter by chapter the entire his- 
tory of the Daclan campaigns Is re- 
vealed, with a continuity of thought 
and a, precision of historical facts and 
verity of detail that are marvelous. 
The building" of bridges, the natural 
difflcultles of the country in which 
the wars were fought, the methods of 
siege and storm, advance and at- 
taclf by land and river. In open field 
nnd against walled cities,. the aetalls 
of ancient military engineering, cos- 
tume, arras and all implements of 
war. all these things are wrought there 
with such a wonderful fertility of de- 
sign and dramatic- vigor of expression 
as to form a veritable encyclopedia 
of Roman warfare of that period. 

Tho whole of tho column was origi- 
nally covered with gold and color. 
Brilliant crimson, blue and yellow were 
largely used for the reliefs forming 
the main shaft and must have pre- 
sented an appearance of barbaric 
splendor In the days of their pristine 
chromatic glory. Nor was this drama 
In stone enacted with. its Hamlet left 
out. The figure of Trajan Is every- 
where with a predominant appeal. The 
idealized emperor Is presented under 
all sorts of conditions that were cal- 
culated to. redound to his glory, as 
the warrior leading his hosts, as the 
master engineer directing the mechan- 
ical constructions, as a leader of scout- 
ing forces, as a soldier sharing the 
hard lot of his fellow soldiers, as the 
"little father of his country." lend- 
ing, directing, encouraging by ex- 
ample, at^ all times in thq spotlight, 
the soul of the army and the soul 
of Rome.

Lake County Forest Preserve 

Election November 4, 1919 

TO ALL THE VOTERS, MEN AND WOMEN: 

Lake count\^ citizens will vote next Tuesday on the question of organiz- 
ing the county into a forest preserve district. If the majority vote FOR, the 
Board of Super\MSors will then ^e constituted a Board of Commissioners of ^ 
■ the Forest Presence District, without extra pay. It will be their duty to sur- 
vey tlie park needs of the county and to proceed gradually 19 buy land suitable 
for parks and preserves for the enjoyment of the people. 

There should be a park of reasonable si^e on Lake Michigan before 
prices go too high and the last of the free lake frontage is lost to the people. 
If Lake county is to expand industrially, as we know it will, we must not be 
Gar>% shut off from our own lake, and the larger it grows the more the people 
will need an open park with beach, frontage in the midst of the factories. 

We also need to secure wooded land along the DesPlaines river; before 
it is all cut over, and pubhc frontages on small lakes, such as Grass Lake, as 
well as some of the otherwise waste land in the rolling areas in the west part 

of the county. ' 

The cost is trifling. The tax limit, tinder the new law for all purposes, 
is Uvo-thirds of one mill on the dollar of assessed valuation, or six and two 
thirds on a hundred "dollars of assessed valuation. The bonding limit is one 
cent on the dollar, and both bonds, and interest on them, have to be paid out 
of this tax limit of two thirds of one mill. The man with a $5000 market 
value house will be paying only about $1.00 a year taxes for the use of the . 
parks-the cost of one evening's entertainment. They will cost little to main- 
- tain as th&y are. 

The maximun tax for Lake county would be only about $25,000 a year, 
so the Supervisors could not buy much land if they wished, but that little will 
be most important for ourselves and our children, and still more important for 
generations to come. Some fortunate ones may have enough woods and land 
of their own, but some peoyle have noL

"United States, the special comaiUteo 
of the house for Investigation of his 
title to Ills seat recommended that he 
be excluded. 

Tlie vote In the committee was 8 
to 1, A minority report presented by 
Reprosontutive Rodenburg of Illinois. 
Ilepubllcan. held that no action should 
bo taken pending a decision by the 
United States circuit court of appeals, 
which now has under advisement the 
appeal from the verdict of the United 
States district court at Chicago, hold- 
ing Hergor guilty of violations of the 
espionage act. 

The mojorlty report was signed by 
Reprcsentntives Dalllnger of Massn- 
clmsetts, chairman; Rose of Pennsyl- 
vania, Luhrlng of Indiana. Randall of 
Wisconsin, ond Cole of Ohio, Repub- 
licans; Kagle of Texas, Robinson of 
North Carolina, and Wolty of Ohio, 
Democrats. 

A separate report from the some 
members In their capacity as elections 
committee No. 1 of the house, which 
passed on tho contest tiled by Joseph 
.T. Carney, defeated Democratic candi- 
date acahiJ^t ilr. Bergcr. held that Mr. 
Cnrnev had no rights In the case and 
that expulsion of tho Socialist would 
leave the seat vacant. 

In reviewing the writings of the So- 
cialist roprcsentatlvo-elect, the major- 
ity report says: 

"After a careful consideration of nil 
the evidence, in the opinion of ywtr 
■committee the admitted acts and wrlt- 
'ings and declarations of Victor L. 
Berger and of the men with whom ho 
was associated In the mnnogemont 
and control of the Socialist party 
from the time of the entrance of this 
country Into the war until their In- 
dictment by n federal grand jury, giv- 
ing their language Us ordinary, every- 
day meaning and without considering 
any other evidence, clearly establishes 
a conscious, dellhornte, and continuing 
purpose and Intent to obstruct, hin- 
der, and eniharrass the government of 
the United States In Its prosecution 
of the war and thus to give aid and 
' comfort to tho enemies of our coun- 
try. 

'The writings and activities of Mr. 
Berger and his associates could have 
had no other purpose. That Victor L. 
Berger wos disloyal to tho United 
' States of America, nnd did give aid 
and comfort to Its enemies at a time 
when its existence as a free nnd in- 
dependent nation was at stake, there 
cannot ho the slightest doubt." 

The report declared that the fact 
ihat Sir. Berger Is a Socialist did not 
enter Into tho question. 

"The only question of fact nt Issue 
Jn this cose," the report continued. "Is 
whether or not Victor L. Berger was 
disloyal to the United States of Amer- 
Ico during the war between this coun- 
try and the Imperial Gorman govern- 
ment, nnd gave aid or comfort to Us 
enemies."

Wnshlngtoa, Oct. 27. — KfTorts of 
Secretary Wilson to avert a strike of 
coal miners In tho ceiitnil competi- 
tive fields failed, tho miners rejecting 
a proposal from President Wilson that 
the controversies he arhltruted. 

Tho operators previously had ac- 
cepted the president's proposal. After 
the rejection by the miners the con- 
ference of the two sciile committees 
here was adjourned with every pros- 
pect that tho strike would occur No- 
vember 1, as called. 

John L. Lewis, president of the 
UaUed Mine Workers, announced tlmt 
the strike order stood and that half 
a inlllion soft coal miners would quit 
work November 1. Oniclal notice 
that mediation efforts had failed will 
bo sent at once to nil districts, ho 
stated. 

"The operators accepted the pres- 
ident's offer In toto," Thomas T. 
Brewster, head of the Coal Operators' 
association said. 

The president's appeal to tlie min- 
ers rend: 

"I have been watching with deep 
and sincere Interest your elTorts to 
bring about just settlement of the dif- 
ferences between the operators and 
the coal adners In the bituminous 
coal fields of the country. 

"It is to be hoped that the good judg- 
ment that has been exercised by both 
operators and miners In years gone 
by In the adjustment of tlrclr dlfier- 
ences will again provaU In the present 
crisis. i 

"All organized society Is depending 
upon the maintenance of the fuel sup- 
ply for the, continuance of Its exist- 
ence. The government has appealed 
wUh success to other classes of work- 
ers to postpone similar questions un- 
til a reasoaablD adjustment could be 
arrived at. 

"With the pnrtlcs of the contro- 
versy rests the responsibility of seeing 
that the fuel supply of the nation Is 
mnlntalned. At this time, when the 
world Is la need of more supplies. It 
would be cruel neglect of our high' 
duty to humanity to fall them. 

"I have read with Interest the sug- 
gestion nwde by you that the wage 
scale committees of the operators nnd 
miners go Into conference wllhnut res- 
ervation for the purpose of negotiat- 
ing an agreement as though no de- 
mands had been made or rejected, 
IMvlng due regard to the Interests of 
their respective groups. I am In ac- 
cord with that suggestion. 

"No body of men knows better tho 
details, Intricacies and technicalities 
of mining than do the miners and oi>- 
orators. No hotly of men can work 
out the details of the wage scale on 
a more otiultahle basis. Their judg- 
ment would undoubtedly he bused up"n 
n sum total of knowledge of the In- 
dustry. 

"Whatever their differences may be, 
no matter how widely divergent their 
\1ewpoInts amy be from each other, 
It Is a duty which they owe society 
to make an'oarnest ^ffort to negotiate 
those differences and to keep tho 
mines of our country In opera- 
tion. 

"After all, the public interest In this 
vital matter. Is the paramoimt cnnsid- 
cratlrtn of the government and adndts 
of no other action than that of con- 
sideration of a peaceful settlement of 
the matter as suggested by you. 

"If for any reason the ndners nnd 
operators fail to come to n mutual un- 
derstanding the Interests of the public 
ure of such vital Importance la con- 
nection with the production of coal 
that It Is Incumbent upon them to re- 
fer the matter In dispute to a board 
of arbitration for deterinlnathfti and

"ONLY INSANE ARE SANE" 

They Keep Calm While Country 

Seethes, Says Illinois State 

Official. 

Decatur, 111.. Oct 27.— Speaking here 
before tlie Illinois conference of char- 
ities and corrections, A. L. Bowen, 
state superintendent of charities, said 
that while the country "seethes with 
unrest" It Is the Insane "who preserve 
their equanimity and are our only 
sane citizens." He was making a plea 
for understanding by the public of 
the work the state Is trjing to do for 
the unfortunates of society suffering 
with mental ailments. "The public 
must realize," said the speaker, "that 
the Insane are not dangerous nnd vio- 
lent, that they arc not criminal or 
given to crindnal tendency, that under 
favorable conditions they will conduct 
themselves better than many elements 
of our boasted civilization, which so 
often run anuick, bftrn their own court- 
houses, destroy their own cities, tear 
men to pieces and burn the severed 
members In public bonfires."

Measure In the U. S. Senate- to End 

Federal Control Carries Antl- 

Strike Clause. 



President Consldera Plan to Bring 

About New Relationship Between 

Capital and Labor. 



Washington, Oct. 27.— Out of the 
wreck of the national Industrial con- 
ference there would arise a small com- 
mittee, representative of all Interests 
ond Intrusted with tlie task of bring- 
ing about a new relationship between 
capital and labor, ehould President 
Wilson adopt tho recommendations of 
the public group In Uie recent gather- 
ing. 

After voting to declare tho Indus- 
tr[n\ conference, adjourned sine die, 
the public group, the last remaining 
unit in the conference, through Us 
chalrnmn, Bernard 1*1. Baruch, laid be- 
fore President Wilson a report assort- 
ing that despite Its abrupt termination 
tho conference was not without bene- 
ndnl results nnd predicting that the 
spirit manifested' during- the thirteen 
days of Us session augured well for 
America's industrial future. 

In a letter transmitting the report to 
the president. Chairman Roruch as- 
serted that In his opinion, as a residt 
of the conference, "there will be mani- 
fested an Increasing cfl'ort on the 
part of employers to see that not alone 
proper wages are paid but that the 
human rights of the workers arc con- 
sidered." 

Tiio public group In Us report em- 
phasized that tho right of collective 
bargaining— the rock on which the con- 
ference was wrecked— was neither re- 
jected by the conference nor opposed 
by any single - group. The dllficulty 
over that Issue, tho report points out, 
arose alone over tho method of mak- 
ing collective bargaining effective. 
This diniculty even could have been 
surmounted, tho group believes, had 
tho problem been approached In a dif- 
ferent way. 

Willi a view to treating the question 
of collective bargaining ns a part of a 
comprehensive and systematically de- 
veloped program, the group puts for- 
ward the proposal for a creation of n 
small committee. After receiving tho 
report of this committee, the public 
delegates suggest that It might bo ad- 
visable tn call another large conference 
to give practical efToct to the commit- 
tee's rccbmmondntlons. 

There was no Intimation as to tlio 
course the president would pursue. 



Washington. Oct. 2-1.— The bill pro- 
viding for return of railroads to pri- 
vate ownership and operation under 
federal supervision was reported out 
liy the senate interstate commerce 
committee. No changes were made In 
tho measure as finally revised last 
week, the antlstrike and all other Im- 
portant provisions remaining. , The 
vote on reporting the bill was 14 to 1, 
Senator' La KolleUe (Rep.) of Wiscon- 
sin, who opposes antl-strike legisla- 
tion, being the only opponent. The 
measure will become effective/ thirty 
days after onrictmenL Chairman Cum- 
mins plans to have It in. position for 
the. senate debate Immediately after 
tho peace treaty is disposed of.

Bolshevists In U. S. Expect to Com 
memorate Dov^nfall of Russian Gov- 
ernment and Bolshevism's Birth. 



W^nshlngton. Oct. 20.— The presl- 
dont vetoed the prohibition enforce- 
ment bill. At 5:15 o'clock with the 
time of adjournment near the presi- 
dent's veto message was read\to the 
house. Barely two hours later the 
house In a hold-over session voted de- 
cisively to override the veto. 

The vote was. 170 to 55 with two 
memboi-8 voting present. Action In 
the senote will ctune later In the week. 
There Is no question but that Us vote 
to override the veto will he equally 
as decisive, so the president's action 
will have served merely to stay the 
enforcement of the bill temporarily. 
The president's veto message • fol- 
lows : 
"To the House of Representatives: ■ 
"I am returning^ without my slgaa- 
ture P. R. OSIO, 'an act to prohibit 
Intoxicating beverages, and to regu- 
late the manufacture, production, use 
and sale of high-proof spirits for other 
than beverage purposes, and to Insure 
an ample supply of alcohol and pro 
mote its use In sclentUlc research and 
in the development of fuel, dye tind 
other lawful industries.' 

"The subject matter treated In this 
measure deals wllli two distinct phases 
of the prohibition legislation. One 
part of the act uadur consideration 
seeks to enforce war-time prohibition. 
The other provides for the eaforce- 
mont; which was mmle necessary by 
the adoption of the eimstltutional 
amendment. I object to and cannot 
approve that part of this legislation 
with reference to wur-tlme prohibi- 
tion. \ 

"It has to do with the enforcement 
of an act which was passed by rea- 
son of the emergencies of the war, and 
whoso objects have been satisfied with 
the demobilization of the army and 
navy and whose repeal I hnvo already 
sought at the hands of congress. 
Where the purposes of particular leg- 
islation arising out of war emergency 
have been satlsned. sound pul)lic policy

WashlnEton, Oct. 28.— Tho proposed 
strike oC Uio bUumlnous coal miners 
scliedulcU for Novcmbor 1 hiis h(.K>n 
proDOUDced by President Wllsou and 
members of his cublnet a crime 
iigalDBt the governraont ond the, peo- 
ple of tho United States. 

They brand tho atrlko both morally 
-.and legally wrong and dechiro In n 
statement to tlie public that the law 
•will bo enforced uud means be found 
"to protect tho Interests of tho nntlon 
In any emergency thut mity arlsu out 
ot this unUuppy husluesH." 

In plain, vigorous language the pres- 
ident announces that the strike caimot 
be permitted under the laws of tho 
government for protection of society. 
Tho government, the president nnys, 
will upo every means within Its power 
to prevent tho strike and keep tho 
mines operated. 

Tho decision means that unless tho 
miners call off tlie . strike they and 
tltelr ofilcers will bo prosecuted for a 
J»lgh crime against tho Eoverninent 
Government Will Operate If Necessary. 
It means nlBo tliot the govenniient 
will not hesitate to keep the mined op- 
crating, even If It may be necessary, 
to keep tliera running, for the govcrn- 
.ment to operate them and protect them 
with Up strong military arm. 

But the president hopes that It will 
not bo- necossarj- to prosecute tho 
' miners, and appeals to their onicers 
and to tho miners ns Individuals at 
onco to reciUl all strike orders an- 
nouncing that ho stands ready to hco 
that their dlfferonces with the opera- 
tors nro fairly adjusted by arbitration.

"A strike under These circumstances 
• is not only unJustlOable, It Is unlaw- 

Requests Strike Order Be Recalled. 
"In these circumstances I solemnly 
request both the national and the lo- 
cal offlcers and also tho Individual 
members of the United Mine Work- 
crs of America to recall all orders 
looking to a strike on November 1 and 
to take whatever step? may be neces- 
sary to prevent any stoppogc of work. 
"It Is time for plain speaking. TheKC 
matters with which we now deal touch 
not only the welfare of a class hut 
vitally concern tlio well being, tho 
comfort and tho very life of nil tho 
people. I feel It my duty In the pub- 
He Interest to declare that ony at- 
tempt to carry out tho purposes of this 
strike and thus to paralyze the Indus- 
try of the country, with tho conse- 
<iuent sutterlng and difltrcra of all our 
ncopio, must be considered a grave 
moral and legal wrong ngalnst the gov- 
«mment and Uio people of tho United 

States. 

"I can drf nothing less than to say 
that tho law will be enforced and 
means will be found to protect the In- 
terests of tlio nation In any emergency 
that may arise out of this unhoppy 

business. 

"I express no opinion on the merits 
of the controversy. I havo already sug- 
gested a plan by which a settlement 
may bo reached, and I hold myself In 
readiness at tho request of either , or 
both Bides to appoint at once a tribunal 
to investigate all tho facts with a view 
to aiding in the earliest possible or- 
derly settlement of tho questions at 
Issue between the coal operators and 
the coal miners, to tho end that the

Cologne Cathedral Said to Contain tho 

Skulls of the Three "Wise Men 

of the East" 



A British army chnplnln celebmte6 
mass reconUy In the great Cologne 
cathedral at the altar of the relics of 
the Magi, the skulls of the three wise 
men who came from the East to visit 
the newly bom Savior at BeUilchem. 

Tmdltlpn says that the Empress 
Helene procured the bones nnd tdok 
them to Constantinople, whence they 
were removed to Milan. In 1104 they 
were presented by Frederick Bnrba- 
rossa to Archbishop Relnald von Da> 
sel. who brought them to Cologne. At 
first they were kept In tho chapel of 
tho Mngl. the central chapel of tho 
seven flanking the choir, but slnfe tho 
war they have been put away in tho 
cathedral treasury, near tho organ. 

Tho. bones are kept In a golden reli- 
quary, n costly specimen of Roman- 
esque craftsmanship in the form of a 
basilica, said to have been made about 
1200 A. D. In the Cologne coat-of-arms 
three crowns are represented, tho 
ownership of the Magi relics having 
suggested the design.
